For this. there arc-many causes, 
but one of the most important is the 
restriction placed on the importa- 
tion’ of rice, which did not exceed a 
million koku this year against over 
3% million. Raw cotton was reduc- 
ed owing to depreciation in the yen 
exchunge. It also should be noted 
that exports for the first five months 
proved better than for the same 
period of last year. Increased faci- 
lity in‘traffic may ‘be mentioned as 
another factor, dispensing in many 
cases with storing goods before dis- 
tribution. 

The unsatisfactory results. in the 
first five, months, point to a not very 
favourable condition for warehaus- 
ing business; in the Inst half of the 
current year:

' PRINTS AND NOVELTIES 
“FAVOURED IN U.S.A. 


SPRING FANCIES. 


Prints and novelties were the 
outstanding fabrics in the silk de- 
partments, this spring, taking up 
40 per cent. of the value'of sales, 
according to the second piece goods 
study isaued by the National Re- 
tail Drygoods Association of 
America in co-operation with the 
du Pont Rayon Company and the 
Pacific Mills, This study includes 
a survey of 93 retail atores in 42 
‘cities in 21, States. cast of the 
Rocky Mountains and . covers the 
period fe as 1, 1927, to 
May 1, 1928: } 

Printed Silk crepes and sheers, 
novelty weaves,: woo] mixtures 
(rayon or silk mixed with wool), 
motal brocades.and velveta were of 
relatively greater importance in 
the exclusive stores than in the 


popular price stores during the{é 


spring and winter months, The 
fact that these fabrics were also of 
greater relative importance In the 
large cities than in towns: having 
a population of less than 26,000, 
serves ' to emphasise the style im- 
portance of these fabrics. 
A Steady Increase. 

The value of ‘sales of printed 
silk crepes arid’ printed sheers has 
shown .a ° steady . 
1926. This spring the sale of 
print silks registered 34 per cent. 
against 24 per cent. in the year 
1927 spring pertod.’. The fact that 
printed silks were almost twice as 
important in the winter perfod as 
they were during the autumn of 
1927 leads: one to believe that 
prints are becoming more of a 
year-round number. 

The vogue for prints apparent: 
ly caused a decline of both plain 
coloured sating and: crepes this 
spring. However, in the winter 
‘crepes show an increase while 
satin faced fabrics dropped from 
21.6 per cent. to 18.5. per cent. 
This may. be attributed to the 
vogue for velvets. Prints have 
probably made the greatest inroads 
on the all black fabries for they 
dropped over 33 per cent, this 
spring of 1927. 

: Crepe de Chine Prices. 

The most representative price of 
printed crepe de chine during the 
period November, 1927 to Febru- 
ary, 1928, is $2.95 per.yard, which 
compares with $1.98 for the period 
February to August, 1927. "It is 
interesting to note that there has 
been a constant increase of sales 
at. higher prices’ during the past 
winter, The fact that 60 per cent. 
of the sales of. this fabric wero 
made. at over $2.79 a yard against 
41 per cent. in the 1927 period 
clearly substantiates the higher 
trend of prices. This is particu- 
larly noted in the price at $4, at 
which'their value-of sales in print- 
ed silk amounts to 21 per cent. in 
the exclusive stores, .. 

$1.95, $1.98, $2.60, $2.95, $2.98 
jand $3 were the outstanding price 
groups in which plain, and printed 
crepe de chine and ‘plain satins 
were sold in the period from 
February to August, 1928. The

KOWLOON INCIDENT. 


_ POLICE SUB.INSPECT OR'S 
ACTION. 


LENGTHY YY SITTING. 

Lastie Erneat Haynes appoared 
before Mr. "W, Schofield,, at the 
Kowloon  Mugistracy. ; yesterday 
vafternoon, 14 defendant in a sum- 
mons alleging dangerous ' driving 
agaifist him, which was brought by 
Police Sub- Inspector James, who 
was hit.by Haynes’ car. 

The charjze against Haynes waa 
that of driving his motor car (Nu 
es4) ina manner dangerous tu 
the public at L386. p.m, on Jtne 22, 

and hfs reply to it was: “I plead 
most emphatically not guilty.” He 
admitted; however, that he had been 
“Jnvolved in an ‘accident on the date 
‘mentioned’ In the summons. 

Haynes, who was permitted by 
the Magistrate to occupy a seat at 
the table in the centre of the 
Court, from where he conducted his 
own defence, proceeded to remark 
that the churge against, him was not 

very explicit, in that he was charged 
with dangerous driving in 

Misbury-road, which was rather ‘a 

%, thoroughfare. He said that

THE “KOCHOW" ENQUIRY: 
* COURT'S FINDING. 


[To the Edltor of the “China BMail."] 


Sir—The primary object, of 

every Marine Enquiry now-a- 
days is, or ought to be 
the determination of the causes 
of the engualty under investigation 
and what recommendations are con- 
sidered necessary in order to avoid 
a recurrence under similar. condl- 
t'ons. This procedure inthe above 
ense cited has been, with:but minor 
reservations and exceptione, almost 
wholly overlooked In a revival of 
that pernicious and now. generally 
discredited practice of finding a vic- 
tim which, in this’ instance, is.again 
thut poor, unfortunate scapegoat, 
the over-burdened shipmaster. 
_ To those of his ilk familiar with 
the locality, and who, like myself on. 
one or two occasions, have so nar- 
rowly esenped the fate which befell 
the master of the “Kochow," its 
dangers and difficulties are all too 
well known ; and had the Court In 
its composition secured the services 
of those men, I venture to think its 
deliberations would have been pro- 
ductive ‘of | more good as well as 
‘fairness. to those involved in them, 
For, In my opinion, based on the 
knowledge of ten years experience 
on the Wang Mun Bar, the. chief 
cause of the disaster investigated 
by the Court was ‘undoubtedly owing 
to the Inadequate and now mislead- 
ing method of marking the tortuous, 
changing channel, which crosses it, 
and which ‘makes its navigation so 
difficult and uncertain; .all other 
reasons, kuch as overloading, ab- 
sence from the bridge, currents and 
the prevailing conditions, for which 
the master was held in default, have 
their extenuating and relative as- 
pects, and if at all contributory to 
the immediate result of the original 
cauae, are but subsidiary to-it. 

Thia is demonstrably “evident in 
the numerous groundings, on both 
sides of the channel, by every ves- 
sel navigating in the vicinity, which 
can be proved by the testimony .of 
their several masters, The two lights 
4d marking the bar, when first estab- 
lished, may. have’ indicated the 
‘direction: across it; but that has 
now changed so much: that without 
other alds, say a lighted buoy near 


the extending split N. E. off Crag’ 


Island, the channel ‘can only be 
negotinted and maintained with the 
‘nicest judgment, local knowldege, 
and at times, a large amount of 
guesswork, In all these qualities |. 
the Chinese pilot, though uncerti- 
ficated and mostly. ignorant of all 
other nautical. or navigational 
knowledge except the “Rule of the)’ 
Road,” is much superior to his for- 
eign and less experienced colleague, 
and having, served all his life, 
maybe, in that particular trade or 
run in whieh he has: become per- 
feetly familiar and competent, he 
would be a foolhardy master who, 
under’ ordinary © circumstances, 
would interfere with his specialised 
dutics. Furthermore, in. some 
firms where the pilot is an older and 


more trusted servant. than the mas-|. 


ter, their relative duties and posi- 
tions are more confidentially de- 
fined, any breach of which being} 
detrimental to ‘all. concerned would 
prove still more disastrous for the 
master than any imaginary risks he 
might ‘run in observing them. 
Mindful of these reflections, 
therefore, and the fact that on aB- 


| sistant, or No. 2 pilot, of less ex- 


perience is' always carried by all 
Weat River steamers, 2 ‘master may 
be induced to so arrange the 
watches that he will always be on 
the bridge with him, to attend and 
help with his own knowledge the, 
immature experience of the other. 
If this laudable custom was prac- 
tised by the master of the “Kochow” 
it would explain his absence from 
the bridge at the time of the atrand- 
ing; and considered with reference 
to my previous remarks on 
thia subject, should exculpate 
him from all blame ‘on this 
charge.

REPARATION PAYMENTS 
_ NEARING £125,000,000. — 


"MR. PARKER'S REPORT. 


Mr. Parker Gilbert's interim 
report on the working. of the 
Dawes Plan, which covers: the 
period ending May-31, was issued 
on May 31. It is a weighty and 
yet a commendably clear volume. 
There is little in its contents cal- 

jeulated to raise excitement’ in 
either the débtor country or the 
creditor countries. The old point 
that Germany, must establish a 
real central control over her fin- 
ancial system is pushed home 
with great discretion, so there is 
no reason to expect a chorus of re- 
sentful retorts from the paladins 
of local autonomy in Bavaria and 
the other States, nor is the neces- 
sity for an early revision of the 
plan: harped upon. . Mr, Gilbert 
has wished to soothe. nerves on 
all sides, reports a Berlin corres- 
pondent to the .“Manchester 
Guardian.” : ; 

In the period under review 
Germany has made all payments 
required by the plan regularly 
and punctually.- This is the last 
year, of the provisional period of 
gradually ascending payments, 
The fifth year, which is the first 
in’ which payments reach the 
standard level, begins on Septem- 
ber 1. At that date the total an- 
nual payment rises to £125,000, 
000, ‘of which half is to come 
directly fromthe Budget of the 
Reich. Thereafter the rate of 
payment can only be varied with 
reference to a shifting prosperity 
index or in consequence of a large 
variation in the value of gold.’ 

GERMANY’S RECOVERY, 

The German Finance Minister 
declared’ not many months ago: 
“I see no means, even with the 
best possible will in the world, of 
our succeeding in raising. the 
sum.” ‘This pessimism is ndt, it 
seems, shared by the Agent Gen- 
eral. He declares that the years 
which have so far run have amply 
confirmed the expectation of the 
London Conference experts that 
it lies within the power, of the 


German people to carry this bur- 
den without lowering their stand- 


European level. The economic re- 


covery of Germany, states Mr.|' 


Gilbert has made steady pro- 
gress and is still on the upward 
grade, although signs .are . not 
lacking that the peak is close at 
hand. . : : 


The rapidity of this recovery, 


has produced some bad effects, 
notably a certain’ recklessness in 
local public expenditure, with'a 
corresponding récklessness ‘in 
borrowing, but more sober coun- 
sels are prevailing, and mean- 
while the revenue has shown a 
vitality which gives striking evid- 
ence of the growing income, con- 
suming power, and taxable wealth 
of the German economy. ' 

Mr. Gilbert's report has to do 
with the detailed realisation of 
the Dawes Plan in the immediate 
past and future, avoiding all the 
larger: and obscurer. issue which 
are debated with such heat by the

J. HODSON. 
DIES IN EAST COAST 
TRAIN, . 


' A WAR KNIGHT. 


EdinburghSir James W. B. 
Hodaon, a leading Scottish aurgeon 
and a former president of the Royal 
College'of Surgeons, waa found 
dead in his slesping berth in the 
East Coast London to Edinburgh ex- 
press, S : 

Sir James was returning to Edin- 
burgh from the mestings in London 
of the General ‘Medical Council. 
The train had reached Dunbar, only 
26 miles from Edinburgh, when the 
tragic, discovery was made by a 
train attendant, +s * o 

It is understood that death was 
due to heart failure. Sir James was 
70 years of age. : 

- Asa major of the R.A.M.C. (T.F.) 
he served throughout the European 
war, being twice mentioned in dea- 
patches, and was awarded the 
C.BE. In 1920 he was made a 
Knight of the. British Empire, . 

His knighthood - was given: for 
services during the war and-dn re- 
‘cognition of high professional dis- 
tinction. : 

News of Sir James's death was re- 
ceived at the offices of the General 
Medical’ Council in London with 
surprise and deep regret, 

“He was here yesterday after- 
noon," said the Registrar to a re- 
presentative, “and was present 
throughout the session, 

“He told me he thought he had 
caught a chill. Certainly he looked 
for from well. He was a keen, ener- 
getic .man, who would carry on 
without saying much about any dis- 
ability from ‘which he might be 
labouring... He left here to take the 
train Home, having been jn London 
since last, Sunday week.” ha 

Sir James had been a member of 
the General Medical Council since 
1906.' He was a representative of 
the Council! on the Central Board, 

The late Sir James Hodson was 
educated at Sherborne School, 
Queen's College, Belfast, and at the 


University and School of: Medicine, ' 


Edinburgh. He also’ studied’ at 
London, Vienna, and Paris... Among 
the appointments he held was con- 
sulting surgeon to the Royal In- 
firmary, Edinburgh.

NOISE TROUBLES. 

‘A likely source of trouble, and 
one that, after being distinguished 
from static, ‘is likely to cause a lot 
of head scratching before it is 
located, is a partial break in one 
of the battery leads. Flexible 
wire is almost universally used in 
these connections on account of 
the amount of twisting and strain-| 
ing.that it will undergo before 
breaking, but even the best of flex 
fails sometimes, and when it does 
the breakage is not apparent, on 
account of the cotton and rubber 
covering holding the broken ends 
together. Thia fault,. when it does 
not put the set out of commission, 
is responsible for a lot of crackling 
and ‘fading ‘of signals. 
methods of determining ‘if the 

‘\leads are faulty are simple. The 
trouble may be located either by 
substituting new battery leads or 
testing the suspected wire with & 
volt-meter and a dry cell, If 4 
volt-meter is not handy, a pocket 
lamp bulb may be substituted. A 
flickering either of the volt-meter 
needle or the bulb indicates 
trouble. In making the test ft is 

Jadvisable to shake the wires in 
order to separate the broken ends,’ 
if any. Corroded battery clips or 
terminals will occasionally either 
stop or partially stop the valves 
from ghting. The hard ‘scale

' NAVAL’ EMERGENCIES. 

A revolution in methods of beam 
wireless transmission, under which 
the beam may ‘be switched from 
one part of the world to another 
just as a searchlight “can be 
focussed on any point, may be the 
outcome of experiments on which 
Senatore Marconi 4s to embark in. 

Senatore Marconi, who has 
returned to London, from a cruise 
on his yacht “Elettra,” Jn a special 
interview with the “Evening Stan- 
dard” described ‘his plans for the 
new investigations, which will be 
continued throughout the summer. 

“The trip from which I have re- 
turned,” he sald, “was mostly for 
the benefit of my health, but I 


made various tests with short 
waves and long waves, which show 
that the possibilities of short waves 
are even greater than they were 
believed to be. These experiments 
were not very important, but. in 


ten days I am starting on serious’ 


methodical ‘tests. They will con- 

cern new types of beam transmis- 

sion, and wave lengths which have 

not been investigated so far for 

long distances.” * ; 
Fewer Stations. 

With regard to the new beam 
transmission, Senatore Marconi 
aaid:— ° 

“I am going to experiment with 
beam’ stations which’ can turn 
round.’ At present beam stations 
are fixed. America cannot be turn- 
ed on Japan. India cannot be 
utilised for Russia or the North 
Pole: Now I-am going to try a 
type of station that has the reflect- 
or with the aerial which can | be 
turned round by a machine in the 
game ‘way. as a searchlight. 
Where. there is a. revolving. beam, 
if you want to transmit to. a cer- 
tain country you direct the beam 
towards that country.” ‘i 

“The results,” Senatore Marcon! 
said in reply to further questions, 
“will be very important if the tests 
are successful,” teh Gy . 

He admitted that a consequence 
might be that with a revolving ap- 
paratus fewer beam stations would 
be necessary, but “explained that 
stations which have: good traffic, 
Mike America and India, are so 
busy with thelr own corresponding 
stations that there is no time to 
turn them round. The revolving 
station would be more for coun- 
tries which have not heavy traffic, 

“They would be useful for ‘emer- 
gency communications. | They 
might alao, be good from the naval 
point of view. If it was desired 
to communicate with fleets or ships 
in ‘certain parts of the world the 
transmitting reflector would be 
turned towards the positions in 
ce the ships were supposed to

The Caleutta Port Commisston- | 


ers have had under consideration 
for some time the question of the 
provision of wireless direction-find- 
ing stations for the port of Calcut- 
ta,.and ft {s understood that re- 
cently important decisions have 
been reached in regard to the selec- 
tion of sites for the proposed sta- 
tions.’ The Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce has been In correspon- 
dence with the Port Commission- 
ers regarding the temporary direc- 
tion-finding station at Chingrikhal, 
which station was established’ for 
the purpose of experimenting with. 
wireless direction instructions to 
incoming vessels, its cost being 
borne by the Port Commissioners. 
In regard to the selection of a 
suitable site for the second station 
necessary to give a complete. ser- 
vice, it was pointed out that diffi- 
culty was, being. experienced in ob- 
taining a site where the wireless 
signals would be unaffected by- 
eyclonic\and other influences, 
The Chamber has now been in- 
formed by the Port Commissioners 
that it was decided to abandon the 
Chingrikhal station -after March 
81. The Commissioners under- 
stand that the Governinent of 
India, have already sanctioned the 
reconstruction of the Calcutta 
wirbless station on up-to-date lines 
and that .this work involves a 
separate ‘receiving station which 
will include ‘direction-finding ‘ap- 
paratus; it is proposed to locate 
the receiving station at Tollygunge. 
As regards the second direction- 
finding station it is understood that 
the Director-General, Posts’ and 
Telegraphs, intends to carry out 
preliminary trials in the district of 
Cuttack before deciding upon a site. 
The Commissioners have explained 
to the Chamber that it is not their 
intention to reduce the number of 
light-vessels immediately two sta- 
tions are available and ships can | 


obtain. cross bearings, and that they | . 


will certainly wait until experience 
has proved that the light-vesaels are 
unnecessary.

PLAYS CRITICISED. |. 


_ COMPLAINT OF THEATRE 
(MANAGERS, 


The question of wireless critic- 
ism-of plays is once again before 
the theatre managers of London. 

Sir. John Reith, director-general 
of. the ' British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, made certain promises to 
the West End Managers’ Assocta- 
tion.some montha ago, after there 
had been complaints that, in thelr 
fortnightly talks on the theatre 
plays had been adversely criticised 
in the hearing of millions of wire- 
leas Nateners. Managers complain- 
ed that the theatres regarded wire- 
less as one of their’chief competi-. 
‘tors, and that no dramatic critic 
had been invited from the B.B.C. 


» Theatre managers were told by 
wireless ‘enthusiasts that the 
dramatic critie of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation had 
broadcast the statement. that there 
were no good actors,in London, and 
had therefore advised people to go 
to see the Moscow Art Theatre 
company for a lesson -in acting, 
while a-musical critic, speaking on 
the wireless, was said to have ac- 
cused the orchestra of one of the 
Jeading music halls of being “the 
worst orchestra in London.”
